Further- 
more, he considers seriously the possibility that Ger- 
many might defeat Russia and that Britain might 
then quit. The Russians last week combed the 
British proposals for British subtleties and finally 
turned down the British plan. Foreign Commissar 
Molotoff told the Supreme Soviet that Russia de- 
mands absolute guarantees of all the Baltic States 
before it signs a pact with Britain. ‘The British in- 
vited War Commissar Marshal Voroshiloff to Eng- 
land this summer to watch the British war games. 
And the negotiations dragged on, with everyone ex- 
pressing “optimism.” But behind the delay lay the 
reluctance of the capitalist regimes of Soviet Russia’s 
neighbors to get too friendly with a nation theoret- 
ically committed to instigating Communist revolu- 
tion all over Europe. Real news last week were the 
friendly platitudes exchanged in Warsaw by Polish 
President Moscicki and the new Russian Ambassa- 
dor, Nicholas Sharonoff. No one in Europe is more 
anti-Moscow than the aristocratic rulers of Poland. 
But if Russia is to be Poland's bedfellow in the British 
system of alliances, the Polish leaders seemed willing 
to welcome Russia into the anti-totalitarian bed.

‘The Kigu Banner, or Great Tonka, is not strictly 
a tapestry. It is a patchwork quilt of brocades and 
yelvets, sewn on a woolen blanket that measures 
more than 100 ft. square. Its materials have been 
identified as coming from Persia, China, France, 
Italy and India, and date from as far back as the 
middle of the 17th Century. ‘The exact age of the 
‘Tonka, however, can only be guessed since it shows 
signs of continual replacement and repair. 


At bottom of wall Tonka is folded and ceremony 
ends. In ceremony lamas burn incense, play thin 
melodieson flutes, blow mighty blasts from horns. 


On lamas’ shoulders Tonka, packed in leather bag, is carried 
back into the monastery to be stored in the Temple. In background 
is a view of hilltop fortress seen from religious quarter of town. 


‘The central figure of the tapestry shows Buddha in 
his manifestation as Messiah, squatting in the sacred 
lotus flower.

THE CLAIMS OF SEVEN NATIONS 
CONFUSE ANTARCTIC GEOGRAPHY 


‘even nations claim Antarctica. Their claims conflict, overlap 
and result in a pretty state of geographical confusion. The 

British Empire claims three big pie-shaped sectors of the conti- 
nent: Falkland Islands Dependencies, Ross Dependency, 
Australian slice. A French claim is wedged in Australia’s. Nor- 
way has a long stretch of coast called Queen Maud Land. But, 
as the map at right and the key below show, the claims of other 
nations rest right on these sectors. Their territories run around 
the rim of the continent. How far back toward the Pole they go 
has never been settled, Ellsworth’s “American Highland” claim 
sits right on Australia’s sector. Byrd partially explored New 
Zealand's territory. Oldest of all Antarctic titles dates to 1493 
when the Pope divided the whole non-Christian world into two 
parts, giving one-half to Spain and the other to Portugal. Yet 
strictly speaking, all these claims are not actually claims. Only 
Britain, France and Norway have officially insisted that they 
own any of Antarctica, The other countries have never taken 
official action on land staked out for them by their citizens. But 
when the time comes for nations to divide Antarctica, these 
unofficial claims may well be the basis for the division, 

This contentious continent is the most isolated of the world’s 
seven continents. 'To oceanographers, Europe, Asia, Africa, the 
Americas and Australia all stand on a common “continental 
slope.” But Antarctica alone is not on this continental slope. It 
is cut off from the other continents by an ocean which plunges 
to abyssal depths of at least 12,000 ft, 

‘The Arctic is circumpolar ocean surrounded by land. Ant- 
arctica is a circumpolar continent surrounded by ocean. It is 
the world’s highest continent. Its mean altitude of 6,000 ft. is al- 
most double that of Asia, the next highest continent, which, for all 
its Himalayas, has a mean altitude of only 3,200 ft. The South 
Pole itself is situated in a spreading plateau whose average 
height is about 9,000 ft. This high land is probably the coldest 
in the world. Once, however, Antarctica was warmer. This was 
in the Carboniferous Age, 250,000,000 years ago, when most of 
the earth enjoyed a mild and genial climate. Antarctica’s coal de- 
posits and fossils are relics of the vegetation of a tropical climate. 

‘The ice which now covers Antarctica extends out in some places 
in huge sheets attached to the mainland. Biggest of these sheets 
is the Ross Shelf (bottom of map) which cuts inland to 300 mi. of 
the Pole. Many polar explorers have used its smooth surface and 
‘on its edge Admiral Byrd built his Little America, 

Byrd land is shown in detail on opposite page. This map also 
lists a few mountains and bays which the Admiral named after 
friends, relatives, financial backers. Sulzberger Bay is named for 
publisher of the New York Times. Iphigene is Mrs. Sulzberger. 
Marie Byrd Land is named after Mrs. Byrd, Mt. Farley after the 
Postmaster General, Jessie O'Keefe after the wife of an expedition 
member. One well-known name not on the map is Lydia Pink- 
ham. The heirs of Mrs. Pinkham were willing to help finance 
Byrd on condition that he name a mountain for the maker of the 
famous compound. The Admiral, however, balked at the proviso 
and, though badly in need of the money, returned the donation.

ZIONIST LEADER 


A SCIENTIST TURNED STATESMAN 
LEADS JEWS BACK TO THE JORDAN 


by JOHN GUNTHER 


In May 17 the British Governmenc issued a White 

Paper as epochally unpleasant as any in many 
years. Worried by the international situation, anx- 
ious to appease Moslem sentiment in the event of war, 
bored by the incessant Palestine bloodshed, deter- 
mined to build new fences in the crucial Suez Canal 
area, the British repudiated their old pledges to make 
a Jewish homeland in Palestine, tore up the Balfour 
Declaration which promised it and gave world Jewry 
its worst jole since the Hitler pogroms. By terms 
of the May 17 White Paper, Jewish immigration co 
Palestine is restricted to a total of 75,000 for the next 
five years, after which it is to stop. This means that 
the Jews will be a permanent minority in the new 
state the British are setting up. If the White Paper 
is puc completely into effect, the resule will be that 
the Jewish National Home in Palestine follows Abys- 
sinia, Austria, Czechoslovakia, Albania, Spain and 
parts of China and Lithuania down the greased ap- 
peasement chute. 

That this should happen at this particular moment 
in the world’s agitated political life is peculiarly 
unfortunate because today the Jewish problem has 
outdistanced anything remotely envisaged hereto- 
fore, Events in Germany and Cencral Europe have 
focused a blazing and savage spotlight on the intoler- 
able plight of Jews. Jews by the hundred thousand, 
guilty of no crime but being Jews, are homeless, des- 
titure, starving. Jew-laden ships roam the seven 
seas, with ports of entry blocked, with a human cariff 
wall shucting them out. The Jewish question, as it 
was said in London recently, has become non-Jewish 
It is everybody's question 

One answer co the question is Zionism, the name 
of the modern movement among Jews to secure a 
state of their own in Palestine. By no means all Jews 
believe in Zionism. Most Jews regard themselves 
primarily as Americans, Frenchmen, Poles, et. al., 
and only secondarily as Jews. But enough Jews do 
believe in the Jewish National Home to make Zion- 
ism a powerful movement and its leader a world 
figure of first rank. 

Dr. Chaim Weizmann (Chaim pronounced High-im 
with a guetural “H'") is a broad-shouldered chemist 
withabald head and a stubby beard. He works in two 
laboratories.

Rehoboth, Palestine, which contains test tubes. 
The other is Palestine itself, which contains 
human beings. In the Rehoboth Laboratory, 
Dr. Weizmann and his staff conduct experiments 
with soil and orange peel, aiming co improve 
the citrus crop. In the larger laboratory of Pales- 
tine, blood and politics replace chemical re- 
agents.

Modern Zionism began in the late 19th Cen- 
tury with the teaching of Theodor Herzl. He 
sought to rescue Jews from Russia and Central 
Europe, counteract tendencies to assimilation. 
In the Holy Land he thought he had found the 
only place where Jews might have their own 
homeland, their own frontiers. 

Herzl founded the World Zionist Organiza- 
tion, and the first Zionist Congress was held in 
Basel in 1897. Twenty years later, in November 
1917, came the Balfour Declaration, whereby 
the British Government promised to facilitate 
establishment in Palestine of a National Home

A chemical wins Jewry its national home 


Lloyd George put Weizmann in charge of the 
Admiralty Laboratories, and che Jewish chemist 
set out to discover some means of preparing 
acetone synthetically. He worked night and 
day, Within a month he did it. He isolated 
organisms from cereals and then from—of all 
things—horse chestnuts, and synthetic acetone 
became a fact. Thus a sufficient supply of 
explosives was assured Great Britain, Lloyd 
George called for Weizmann again. He said in 
effect: ‘Dr. Weizmann, you have rendered great 
service to the state. I will recommend you to 
His Majesty for any honors you may wish.”” 

Weizmann refused a title, refused a monetary 
grant. Lloyd George persisted. Finally Weiz- 
mann said, “There is only one thing 1 want— 
a national home for my people.’” A few months 
later came the Balfour Declaration, which 
should have assured it 

But che Balfour Declaration did noc install the 
Jewish national home in a vacuum; it installed 
it in a country populated largely by nomadic, 
primitive Arabs. From this face all subsequent 
history of Palestine derives. The British, who 
chopped up anybody's territory during the War, 
had supported the Arab nationalist movement 
too. By degrees the Balfour Declaration was 
reinterpreted, as the hostile Arabs fought to 
keep Jewish immigration down. The British 
played the Arab side

Reform comes at last to France’s most notorious penal colony 


evil’s Island has become part of the American language as the superla- 
tive in terrible prisons. Actually the prison that goes by that name on 
the northeast coast of South America is called the Colonie Pénitentiaire de 
Guyane, Since 185% France has sent there some 57,000 hard cases. A 
man sent to Le Bagne (The Prison) is more certain of early death than a 
stunt pilot, a Chinese soldier or a man with cancer. 
Legally four classes of men populate this penal colony. 
First are the hard-labor men (forcats) who spend their 
first two years in a solitary cell, the rest in a road-gang 
dormitory. Second are the exiles (relégués), six-time 
conviets of petty crime who are supposed to be free 
settlers, live 40 men to a cabin and are expected to cut 
a cord of wood a day for their keep. Third group are the 
“doublers”—all the surviving hard-labor men who have 
finished their prison terms but are compelled by law to 
live in French Guiana for a period equal to their original 
sentence. Last are the technically free who, having 
served all their time, must still live in French Guiana. 
‘The prison colony covers a ten-mile strip of French 
Guiana along the Atlantic coast and one shore of the 
Maroni River, bounded by impenetrable swamp-jungle

and Dutch Guiana. Three offshore islands house: the civilian staff (Royal), 
the insane and incorrigibles (St. Joseph) and French traitors (Devil's). ‘The 
dread labor camps where the men are held to unremitting and useless toil 
are along the coast—Mana, Organabo, Sinnamary, Pariacabo and the Rocks 
of Kourou.

The brutality of Devil's Island so dismayed French 
Premier Léon Blum in 1936 that he stopped sending men 
to it. The Government of Premier Daladier started it agai 
This month the French Government begins a new deal for 
Devil’s Island. Only exiles, no convicts, will be sent to 
Guiana. The system of making men serve their sentences 
twice over (doublage) is abolished and present “doublers” 
can go home if they can afford it.

ft you were sentenced to hard labor, sent to Devil’s Island and be- 

haved yourself irreproachably, you would never see the scenes 
shown on these pages. But the chances are better than 100-to-1 that 
you would not behave irreproachably. ‘The normal life at this penal 
colony is such as to provoke the most reasonable of men to rebellion 
or escape, ‘The 5,000 prisoners there make a total of 10,000 attempts 
to escape every year. Practically all of them are unsuccessful, 

‘The first time you get only a warning, so conventional is it to try 
to escape. But the second time, whatever your original sentence, you 
get two to five years of special punishment on St. Joseph Island. 
This means that you spend 20 days in a pitch-dark cell, ten in a 
half-lit cell, then 20 in the dark cell, and so on. ‘The half-lit inter- 
val is added only because men go blind on a steady routine in the 
dark cells. While there, you get only dry bread two days out of 
three—a distinct saving which is pocketed by the guards. In case 
you get into a fight or refuse to obey the guards, you get the milder 
solitaéy cells at right. If you strike a guard, you get the guillotine.

The Arabs became alarmed early, even though they benefited by 
Jewish enterprise. Riots occurred as early as 1920, although King 
Feisal and Dr. Weizmann made a preliminary entente, and in 1929 
came a savage outbreak following disturbances at the Wailing Wall 
What worried the Arabs most was realization of their own economic 
political and cultural inferiority. Backward wanderers, with no 
experience of Western administration (having been governed for 
centuries by Turks), largely illiterate, they were no match for the 
educated and hustling Jews. They began to organize. A youthful 
leader, Haj Amin el Huscini, who was president of the Supreme 
Moslem Council and Mufti of Jerusalem, became the spearhead of the 
Arab nationalist movement. 

The civil war began in earnest in April 1936, and the British had 
to send 30,000 troops to Palestine. The Mufti hid for a time in che 
holy Temple Area—where Moslem and Jewish religious monuments 
are inextricably conjoined—and finally fled. In July 1937, came the 
Peel Report, advocating partition of Palestine into separate British 
Jewish and Arab administrations. This scemed a reasonable pro 
posal, but ic was shelved under renewed Arab pressure. The wat 
started again and lasted most of a year. Early in 193g the British 
called a Round Table Conference in London, Its result was the 
White Paper—and a new phase thus begin 

Dr. Chaim Weizmann was born on No 
of Motele, near Pinsk, Russi 
Balfour, the Englishman asked somewhat n 
Weizmann, are there many Zionists like you? 
“The roads of Pinsk are paved with them."’ 

He was the third child of a family of 15, eleven of whom are alive 
today. His father was a timber merchant, not rich; his mother was 
an exceptionally courageous woman, who now lives at the foot of 
Mt. Carmel, near Haifa. She managed to send no fewer than nine 
of her children to the university, a tremendous feat for the Russia of 
those days. Young Weizmann went first co a private religious 
school, then to the gymnasium at Pinsk, then to the University of 
Freiburg. He gor his D.Sc. at the University of Berlin, while he 
supported himself ac odd jobs 

Moving on to Geneva, where he lived several years, he became a 
lecturet’s assistant in chemistry. He met a young woman, Vera 
(Weratchke) Chatzman, who was studying medicine and who became 
an M.D., fell in love with her and married her. Weizmann left Ge- 
neva in 1903, when he was offered a lectureship at the University 
of Manchester, and England—plus Palestine—has been his home for 
35 years. 

Weizmann probably met Lenin in his Geneva days. He is not sure. 
But Lenin lived in Geneva at the time, and most of the Russian 
students frequented the same cafes. In any case+he looks remarkably 
like Lenin. Once, when Weizmann attended an international con- 
ference, the Russian delegates—this was in 1923 of thereabouts— 
kept staring at him as if he were a ghost, and the Swiss detectives 
set up a guard at his hotel door thinking that he was Lenin.

Jewish delegates, atcending the same conference to discuss the future of Palestine, 
were welcomed by Chamberlain who sat in the same place in the same room of the 
‘same palace that noon, Weizmann is seared in the foreground, fourth from the left. 


Long before the Manchester period Weizmann became a Zionist. 
He was a chemist by day and a Zionise by night. The only Zionist 
conference he ever failed to attend was the first one, in 1897. He was 
in Pinsk and too poor to make the trip. He worked his way on 
a timber boat as far as Danzig and chen rushed overland to Basel, 
where the conference was held; but he got there two days late. 

Weizmann's home in Palestine is ac Rehoboth near Tel Aviv, His 
house is surrounded by citrus groves and is exquisitely appointed. 
Weizmann is a lover of life, a great host, something of a Sybarite. 
He is not, like most nationalist leaders, arid in cemperament, frugal 
in habie, He loves good food, good drink, good laughter. He is a 
resonant and capacious human being, with delight in the life of the 
senses. But he works hard both at Zionism and chemistry. 

Weizmann's present work on oranges, which may have important 
commercial developments, happens by extraordinary coincidence 
to be a development of the same process he invented in regard to 
acetone 20 years ago. Two decades ago, acetone produced Zionism. 
Today, acetone may help Zionism live. 


“Palestine without Weizmann is impossible” 


When the partition scheme was being discussed, it was discovered 
that Rehoboth was on the very edge of the projected Arab area. 
“Puc it in the Jewish state at once," said the British boundary 
maker. "Palestine without Weizmann is impossible."" 

‘Once Weizmann was showing Rehoboth to Sir Archur Wauchope, 
then the High Commissioner. Wauchope admired it. “You have a 
very beautiful place here, Dr. Weizmann,” he said. "Yes," Weiz~ 
mann replied, ‘and it wasn't built as a summer palace for the 
Mufti either." 

Weizmann, a complex character—he is first of all a scientist, then 
a politician, but there is also a good deal of the artist in his nature— 
has some defects in temperament. He is moody. Occasionally he 
sulks. He is stubborn. For millions of Jews, he is Zionism, and 
Zionism is Weizmann, but he has a certain contempt—like Nehru 
in India—for the masses as a whole. He is not a good man in a 
crowd, though his wit, his elegance, his persuasive power in private 
negotiation and conversation are considerable. 

Hedislikes documents. He is sometimes slothful and hates to getup 
before eleven in the morning. He will stay up all night to read a sci- 
entific paper but not a political paper. He hates to dictate letters. 
He writes everything in longhand, in tiny characters, in green ink on 
blue paper. He seldom keeps carbons of his correspondence and many 
interesting records have been lost as a result. When the writer saw 
him in Rehoboth in 1938 he talked a good deal about his forchcom- 
ing memoirs—they should be one of the great autobiographies of 
our time—but he couldn't for the life of him remember the name of 
his publisher. 

‘The most serious charge against Weizmann is that, a prisoner of 
tradition and environment, he is too strongly pro-British. He does 
not understand, his critics say, that it is not enough for Jews to be 
passive these days, that it is no longer any use fighting Arabs with 
water, that they must be fought with fire. He does not, they say, 
realize that many youthful Jews are willing co fight—and die—for 
their homeland. In London recently Malcolm MacDonald, the 
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WEIZMANN (continued) 


colonial secretary, asked him in effect, “Are you willing that 
Zionism should rest indefinitely on Britain for support?” Weizmann 
said that he would have to consider the question before answering. 
Bur almost any modern Zionist would have replied instantly that, 
given a fair chance, the Zionists were quite capable of defending 
themselves if they had the opportunity. Give them the rights 
originally promised by the Mandate, give them unlimited immigra- 
tion and arms, and they can face the Arabs. 

Many Jews think that the Arabs, in themselves, are no serious 
problem. Ir is only Arab-plus-British Empire that is a problem. 
Many Zionists assert chat they feel no enmity to the Arabs or co 
Arab nationalism; they would be perfectly satisfied for the Arabs 
to have complete and authentic national development, if only they 
would let the Jews alone. The Zionists poine out that Palestine 
comprises less than one percent of the total Arab area of the Near 
East. Let the Arabs have all that vast undeveloped, underpopulated 
territory, ro do with as they wish. Zionists say too that exchange of 
populations might solve the problem. Let Jews from Iraq and Yemen 
move into Palestine; let the comparatively few Arabs in Palestine, 
many of whom are nomads anyway, move into Iraq or Arabia. 

The major point of most Zionists early in 1939, when Europe 
faced possible warfare in the Mediterranean, was that a securely 
established and numerous Zionist majority in Palestine would be a 
better asset to Britain than Palestine in its present state of latent 
warfare. The Jews would bring stability co Palestine, plus incon- 
trovertible friendship for England, whereas the Arabs provoke 
trouble, and give the enemies of England—Hitler and Mussolini— 
incessant opportunity for fishing in a troubled desert. The Arabs 
have, in fact, adopted Hitler as their hero.* Even so, the British wane 
to appease them. 

Weizmann's positive qualities are many. He has inflexible will 
and great courage. His intellectual stature is undisputed, and he is a 
subtle and competent negotiator. Some of his speeches are political 
literature. He reads, talks and writes seven languages with complete 
fluency, his favorite being Yiddish. Again, he is a man of reason, 
a man of faith founded on rationality, and superbly honest; he never 
exaggerates, he always tends to understate rather than overstate a 
case. His eloquent voice is low. For emphasis, he lowers it. Finally 
Weizmann is a man who has contributed so much to his cause that 
he is indispensable. Movement and leader have become one. 

Of the future of Palestine—and Dr. Weizmann—ic is difficult co 
speak. Certainly the new White Paper can hardly be the end of the 
story. Jewry is a pawn in the great international game. So is Mo- 
hammedanism. The British do nor wane to offend the Moslems of In- 
dia and elsewhere in the British Empire, no matter how irritated 
they may be when Hitler invites Arabs to Nurnberg, when Musso- 
lini broadcasts propaganda from his Bari station co incite them in 
the Near East. Palestine is a pivor of crucial international importance. 
The British intend ro hold it. The Jews of the world, those who 
want chat most inalienable and essential ching, a homeland for their 
million homeless, still must look not only to Jerusalem but to Down- 
ing Street. Dr. Weizmann stands at the door. Mr. Chamberlain has 
bolted it. But someday the key may be in someone else's pocket. 


Weizmann does his research on citrus fruits in Daniel Sicif Institute at Rehoboth 
(sbore). Palestine grew few oranges before the Jews came, now exports 10,000,000 a 
year. In 1914 there were very few factories. By 1938 there were 6,307 Jewish ones.
